To-day Prof. H. Barton of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department, Macdon- 
ald College, leaves for Chicago with 
his Livestock Judging Team. He has 
with him 8, R. N. Hodgins, A.’L. Hay, 
J. E. Ness, W. Elmo Ashton and W. J. 
Dunsmore, all fourth year Animal 
Husbandry students. This team will 
represent Macdonald C'oljege at the 
international Live Steck Judging Com- 
petition, to be held in’ Chicago on 
Saturday, Nov. 29th, and will compete 
with the picked men of all the State 
Universities in America, and the jead- 
ing Agricultural Colleges in Canada. 

This competition is the biggest thinz 
in the years work of the Agricultural 
Colleges throughout America, and is 
one of the outstanding features of the 
famous Live Stock Show held each 
year at Chicago. It is the only occa- 
sion when men trained in different 
Universities have the opportunity of 
‘competing with-one another, and of 
‘putting to the test the systems of 
training employed at the different 
seats of Icarning. 

Twelve classes of Live Stock will be 
judged in this competition — three 
classes of draft horses, three of beef 
cattle, three of sheep and three of 
swine, and each man will be scored 
individually in each class with 50 per 
cent of the available marks allotted 
for placings and 50 per cent for the 
reasons for these placings as they 
apr], to, the. tribunals, It will he 
a gruelling day's work. Judging will 
begin at 7,30 a.m. and will occupy the 
greater part of the forenoon, In ‘he 
afternoon the students will begin go- 
ing before the various tribunals to un- 
fold their placings, and this work will 
continue well on to mid-night — a 
gruelling day, but worth it particular- 
ly for the successful team.
